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Campaign  to  Protect  Chinatown's  Letter 
Leads  to  Heated  Discussion  at  April  16 
Chinatown  Council  Meeting

-g-  ately,  at  least  for  those  opposing  or  supporting  the  controver- 
|  ,  sial  Liberty  Place  project,  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 
meetings  are  becoming  more  and  more  a  forum  for  distributing  or 
discussing  letters:  letters  accusing  Chinatown  groups  of  being 
"urban  terrorists,"  letters  in  response  to  being  called  terrorists  and 
a  letter  of  regret.  The  latest:  the  Campaign  to  Protect  Chinatown's 
letter  to  Mark  Maloney,  director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  telling  that  the  group  is  not  going  to  join  a  talk  about 
Liberty  Place,  which  was  slated  for  April  18. 

The  letter  was  made  public  at  the  April  16  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  Meeting,  and  stirred  up  emotional  speech¬ 
es  from  the  council,  especially  from  its  co-moderator.  Bill  Moy. 

"Why  don't  they  just  move  on,"  said  Moy,  about  the 
CPC's  statement  in  the  letter  that  they  were  upset  about  a  previ¬ 
ous  letter  that  W.  Kevin  Fitzgerald,  a  partner  in  the  Liberty  devel¬ 
opment,  had  sent  to  the  BRA  and  made  public.  In  that  letter, 
Fitzgerald  had  accused  Chinatown  Liberty  Place  protesters  of  car¬ 
rying  out  "urban  terrorism"  when  he  noticed  a  not-in-use  water 
pipe  in  the  basement  of  an  empty  building  he  owns  was  cut.  He 
later  sent  a  public  letter  taking  back  his  unfounded  accusations. 
The  CPC  is  the  most  organized  group  opposing  Liberty  and  felt 
that  Fitzgerald's  original  letter  was  aimed  at  them  (see  April  5 
Sampan  for  more).  The  CPC  felt  that  Fitzgerald's  second  letter, 
since  it  didn't  use  the  words  "sorry"  or  "apologize,"  wasn't  really 
an  apology. 

"Why  doesn't  the  Campaign  to  P  tect  Chinatown 
address  the  problem  and  come  up  with  a  solution?"  said  Moy.  He 
was  likely  responding  the  CPC-organized  protests  against  Liberty 
Place,  saying  that  the  30-story  apartment  building  will  gentrify 
the  area,  is  too  high,  will  add  traffic,  will  increase  shadows,  and 
will  bring  air  and  noise  pollution. 

"There  is  a  cry  that  residents  will  lose  their  homes.  But 
that  isn't  going  to  happen.  ..It's  very  difficult  to  gentrify  residen¬ 
tial  Chinatown,"  said  Moy,  telling  that  there  is  so  much  subsi¬ 
dized  housing  in  the  neighborhood  that  the  expensive  rents  at 
Liberty  Place  won't  be  able  to  force  other  landlords  to  raise  their 
rents. 

Why  did  the  CPC  decide  not  to  attend  the  meeting? 

Here's  what  the  letter  said:  "Given  the  popular  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  project,  we  believe  it  is  important  that  we  inform  the 
Chinatown  community  and  particularly  the  Chinese-speaking  res¬ 
idents  of  recent  events  before  proceeding  further...  Without  the 
substantive  involvement  of  the  Chinatown  residents  who  have 
vocally  opposed  the  project  to  date,  any  dialogue  or  focus  group 
would  be  rendered  meaningless." 

The  CPC  sent  the  letter  on  April  15  and  was  in  response 
to  a  letter  that  Maloney  had  sent  on  April  5,  inviting  the  CPC  to 
discuss  the  Liberty  Place  project. 

But,  at  least  one  other  council  member  saw  the  letter  in  a 
different  light  from  Moy. 

"We  don't  have  to  chastise  these  groups  in  Chinatown," 
said  a  council  member.  "1  think  a  letter  of  thanks  should  go  to 
both  Fitzgerald  for  his  apology  (of  his  charges  that  those  opposing 
Liberty  Place  were  urban  terrorists)  and  to  the  Campaign  to 
Protect  Chinatown's  letter  challenging  Fitzgerald's  letter  (in  which 
he  made  the  urban  terrorism  connection)." 

Some  key  points  of  the  letter  are  the  following:  the  meet¬ 
ings  about  Liberty  Place  should  look  at  Chinatown  as  a  whole  to 
see  how  the  development  will  impact  the  area;  the  BRA  should 

consider  that  Liberty  Place 
is  a  "working  violation"  of 
the  Chinatown  Master  Plan 
(the  plan  calls  for  buildings 
only  to  be  8  to  10  stories 
high),  and  that  Chinese 
speaking  residents  should 
not  be  left  out  of  Liberty 
talks. 

"I  think  that  (what 
was  said  at  the  meeting) 
wasn't  a  fair  judgment," 
said  a  member  of  CPC,  Kye 
Leung,  who  attended  the 
meeting.  "In  our  letter,  we 
do  offer  some  suggestions 
and  solutions  for  this  pro¬ 
posal.  We  want  more  resi¬ 
dents  participating  and  we 
want  translators  there.  And 
gentrification  is  an  issue. 
Even  subsidized  housing 
has  rent  increases,  and 
some  of  those  units  become 
market  rate  when  people 
move  out.  And  the  gentrifi¬ 
cation  will  affect  businesses 
in  the  area,  too." 

The  CPC  has  worked 
with  the  BRA  and  set  a 
meeting  for  April  30. 
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Suffolk  County  District 
Attorney  Debate  Shows 
Candidates'  Views  on 
PATRIOT  ACT

On  April  17,  four  candidates  running 
for  the  next  Suffolk  County  District 
Attorney's  office  debated  at  Suffolk  Law 
School.  The  event,  which  was  hosted  by 
the  Suffolk  Law  Democrats,  gave  people 
the  chance  to  hear  how  the  four  --  Daniel 
Conley,  Brian  Honan,  Eddie  Jenkins  and 
Bill  Sinnott  --  felt  about  issues  such  as  the 
office's  tightening  budget,  Internet  crimes, 
community  policing  and  anti-terrorist  leg¬ 
islation,  such  as  the  PATRIOT  ACT.  Since 
the  last  on  the  list  -  the  PATRIOT  ACT  - 
has  a  direct  link  to  civil  and  immigrant 
rights,  Sampan  is  here  reporting  on  their 
views  of  this  issue  and  how  it  relates  to 
the  duties  of  the  Suffolk  County  DA,  a  job 
that  oversees  about  270  employees,  and 
has  about  125  prosecutors.  The  Suffolk 
County  DA's  office  is  the  largest  in  New 
England. 


Rally  on  Common  Calls  for  Cancelling 
Cuts  on  Social  Services 

Hundreds  of  people  crowded  the  Boston  Common's 

Parkman  Bandstand  on  April  30  to  shout  against  proposed 
budget  cuts  that  would  hack  away  social  services,  such  as 
Headstart,  Adult  Basic  Education,  and  healthcare  services. 

Protesters  waved  placards  reading  "No  Cuts,  Restore 
Adult  Basic  Education,"  "ABC,  123,  A  Budget  Cut  is  Not  For  Me" 
and  "Keep  the  Aid  in  Medicaid." 

One  speaker  yelled  out  to  the  rally  attendees  and 
passersby  "I  know  we're  going  to  march  to  the  state  house,  but  I 
think  we  should  put  on  our  hard  hats  and  march  to  that  Big  Dig, 
j  that's  where  all  our  money  is  being  wasted."  Others  demanded  a 
raise  in  taxes  to  relieve  the  budget  mess. 

"I'm  here  to  speak  out  against  the  budget  cuts,"  said  one 
shy  16  year-old  Boston  Public  High  School  student.  She  told  how 
because  of  cuts,  she  won't  be  able  to  use  the  Dual  Enrollment 
program  to  take  the  college  level  courses  she  had  planned  to  take. 

Another  speaker  told  the  need  to  preserve  social  services 
to  get  people  on  their  feet  economically  and  to  get  them  preven¬ 
tative  health  care  to  prevent  higher  future  social  costs. 

The  well  organized  event  was  titled  "Many  Voices  One 
;  Message."

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First,  a  little  about  the  candidates: 
Conley  is  a  Democrat,  who  was  appointed 
by  Governor  Jane  Swift  February  19  to  be 
the  Suffolk  County  DA  and  who  was  a 
Boston  city  councilor  and  a  former  assis¬ 
tant  DA;  Honan  is  a  Democrat,  who  is  a 
Boston  city  councilor  and  who  was  an 
assistant  DA  and  Roxbury  district  court 
supervisor;  Eddie  Jenkins  is  an 
Independent,  who  was  a  former  assistant 
DA  and  is  an  adjunct  professor  at  Suffolk 
University  Law  School,  and  Bill  Sinnott  is 
an  Independent  who  served  in  the 
Marines  and  served  as  the  Assistant 
United  States  Attorney. 

The  anti-terrorism  legislation  has 
been  controversial,  because  it  has  been 
praised  by  some  for  extending  the  rights 
of  law  enforcers  to  better  do  their  jobs  and 
rejected  by  others  for  curbing  civil  and 
immigrant  rights. 

"What  has  happened  on  Sept.  11 
changed  the  way  law  enforcement  does  its 
business  -  the  way  we  conduct  ourselves," 
said  Conley.  "Frankly,  the  impact  at  the 
local  level,  in  terms  of  redirecting  person¬ 
nel  has  been  minimal.  We  haven't  shifted 
our  personnel,  nor  have  we  been  required 
to.  1  have  seen  information  sharing 
between  the  Boston  police  and  the  United 
States  Attorney's  office  and  in  my  office 
and  in  developing  investigations.  There  is 
a  real  spirit  of  cooperation  and  I  plan  to 
work  further  with  my  colleagues  to  foster 
that  good  relationship.  I  don't  profess  to 
be  an  expert  on  the  PATRIOT  ACT.  What 
it  does  provide  for  me  is  an  ability  -  espe¬ 
cially  in  cases  that  cross  jurisdiction  lines  - 
to  get  a  search  warrant  that  can  be  used  in 
other  counties  to  investigate  an  ongoing 
conspiracy  case.  There  are  concerns  about 
civil  rights,  but  I  believe,  in  some  respects, 
they  have  been  mischaracterized,  alarmist. 
Even  the  PATRIOT  ACT  came  with  stan¬ 
dards.  It  can  be  useful  to  use,  but  primari¬ 
ly,  it  will  be  applied  by  the  U.S.  attorney's 
office. 

"(But)  casting  any  citizen  under  a 
blanket  of  suspicion  or  stopping  and 
harassing  someone  based  on  race  without 
reason  or  probable  cause  is  a  violation  of 
civil  rights  and  I  won't  tolerate  it." 

Honan  seemed  a  little  more  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  civil  rights  part  of  the 
legislation. 

"We  as  a  nation  have  to  be  extra 
vigilant  in  making  sure  that  what  hap¬ 
pened  on  Sept.  11  doesn't  happen  again. 
However,  the  PATRIOT  ACT  was  passed 
and  signed  into  law  without  any  public 
hearing  or  debate  and  was  not  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  conference  report  or  committee 
report,"  said  Honan. 

"I  think  we  need  to  be  cautious 
with  this  particular  law.  It  confers  vast 
and  unchecked  powers  on  the  executive 
branch.  It  opens  up  a  window  for  the  sus-

May  1  Chinatown  Safety  Meeting  Reports 
Success  in  Reducing  Prostitutes  During 
April 

Opening  the  May  1  Chinatown  Safety  Committee  Meeting  on 
a  positive  note,  Boston  Police  patrolman  Frank  Walsh 
announced  that  in  April,  "the  crime  rate  was  down  a  bit." 
The  total  number  of  part-one  and  part-two  crimes 
reported  in  area  A-l,  the  area  that  Chinatown  is  in,  was  69. 

Walsh  talked  about  the  success  of  a  recent  crack  down 
on  prostitution  -  "operation  vice  grip"  -  by  police  in  April.  "We've 
put  out  a  whole  squad  of  detectives  to  get  prostitutes,"  said 
Walsh. 

"Some  of  the  fines  for  prostituting  are  getting  pretty 
strict  and  a  lot  of  the  girls  are  leaving,"  he  added. 

Chinatown  residents  at  the  meeting  said  they  also 
noticed  a  cut  back  in  the  number  of  prostitutes  in  the  area. 

"As  the  District  Attorney's  office,  part  of  our  mission  is

Chinese  American  Families  and  School  Success 

Newly  Published  Study  Explores  Chinese  American  Parents'  Involvement  in  Kids' 
Education 

Typically,  when  we  think  of  what  makes  kids  succeed  in  school,  we  point  to  parents'  paychecks,  degrees,  and  circle  of 

friends.  'What  is  their  social  status  and  what  is  their  economic  status?'  we  would  likely  ask.  And  we  look  at  how  deeply  the 
parents  appear  to  be  involved  in  their  children's  schooling:  Do  they  attend  parent-teacher  conferences,  volunteer  at  school, 
regularly  meet  with  teachers?  Sau-Fong  Siu,  a  social  work  professor  at  Wheelock  College,  contends  that  these  indicators  don't 
quite  hold  when  applied  to  Chinese  American  families. 


Siu  recently  published  a  study 
identifying  that  the  way  Chinese 
American  parents  perceive  their  status  in 
the  United  States  is  what  determines  how 
they  are  involved  in  their  children's  edu¬ 
cation. 

"I  think  that's  an  angle  that's 
rather  unique,  because  usually  when  you 
read  studies  about  educational  achieve¬ 
ment,  you  will  find  variables  like  social  or 
economic  status  -  the  education  leVel  of 
the  parents,"  said  Siu,  a  native  of  Hong 
Kong. 

Her  study  is  rare  in  that  exam¬ 
ined  Boston-area  Chinese  American  fami¬ 
lies  with  kids  who  are  not  in  a  bilingual 
program.  She  researched  10  families  from 
different  economic  and  social  back¬ 
grounds.  All  the  children  were  born  in  the 
United  States,  but  the  parents  were  either 
immigrants  or  American  born.  A  little 
more  than  half  of  the  20  parents  were  U.S. 
citizens,  five  of  whom  were  born  here. 

The  immigrant  parents  were  here  for  six 
to  30  years.  When  the  three-year  study 
started,  the  kids  involved  were  in  kinder¬ 
garten  through  the  second  grade. 

Siu  discovered  that  these  parents 
could  be  divided  into  three  groups.  The 
first  group  is  what  she  calls  "highly 
secure,"  the  second  group  is  "moderately 
secure"  and  the  third  group  is  "tenuously 
secure."  What  does  this  mean  for  parental 
involvement  in  education?  These  three 
groups  used  different  methods  of  being 
involved,  depending  on  their  perceived 
level  of  security  in  this  country. 

First,  to  understand  Siu's  study 
findings,  you  have  to  understand  these 
three  groups: 

"Highly  secure"  parents  have 
been  through  the  American  educational 
system  or  are  familiar  with  how  schools 
here  operate.  They  feel  secure  about  their 
status  in  the  United  States. 

"Moderately  secure"  parents 
are  likely  to  have  been  to  school  in  anoth¬ 
er  country  and  here  -  they  are  familiar 
with  both  systems.  These  parents  want  to 
balance  their  Chinese  traditions  and  cul¬ 
ture  with  those  of  America. 

"Tenuously  secure"  are  immi¬ 
grant  parents  who  went  to  school  in 
another  country,  and  who  don't  feel  they 
know  the  American  system  very  well. 
They  don't  think  they  are  successful  here, 
economically  or  socially.  They  are  inse¬ 
cure  about  their  status  here. 

Siu  says  that,  based  on  her  data, 
the  more  "secure"  the  parents  are,  the  less 
likely  they  are  to  worry  if  their  kid's 
aren't  super  studious.  These  secure  par¬ 
ents  trust  the  American  school  system. 

"If  the  parents  perceive  them¬ 
selves  as  being  very  secure  and  they  have 
been  raised  to  know  the  system  —it's  not 
necessarily  that  they  were  bom  here,  but 
they  have  to  have  experienced  success  in 
the  American  system,  school  and  work  — 


then  they  think  things  will  be  OK.  They 
will  do  certain  things  (to  ensure  their  chil¬ 
dren's  success),  but  they  will  not  be  as 
driven.  They  kind  of  know  their  kids  will 
be  OK,"  she  said. 

Then  there's  the  other  end  of  the 
stick.  The  "tenuously  secure"  parents, 
because  they  are  insecure  about  their  own 
status  here,  are  more  likely  to  fret  if  their 
kids'  teachers  don't  bury  their  kids  in 
homework. 

"If  you  feel  insecure  then  you 
feel  that  you  need  to  do  more.  You  need 
to  make  sure  that  something  happens  (to 
ensure  your  child's  success).  The  insecure 
parents  respect  the  school  but  they  don't 
completely  trust  the  school.  They  feel  that 
they  have  to 
take  everything 
into  their  own 
hands,  plan 
everything, 
make  sure  that 
things  will  go 
the  way  they 
want  for  their 
children.  In  a 
nut  shell,  they 
will  take  no 
chances." 

These 

insecure  parents 
that  Siu  studied 
gave  their  chil¬ 
dren  extra 
homework, 
taught  their 
kids  the  proper 
way  to  hold  a 
pencil  -  though 

they  weren't  even  in  kindergarten,  and 
enrolled  their  kids  in  intensive  math 
workshops  to  give  them  an  extra  edge. 
They  would  also  buy  their  kids  special 
supplies  such  as  workbooks,  pencil-holder 
devices  or  electronic  dictionaries. 

And  Siu  found  that  while  the 
"tenuously  secure"  parents  would  invest 
in  their  kids'  learning  financially,  the 
"highly  secure"  felt  it  was  more  important 
to  make  themselves  available  to  their  kids. 

As  for  the  "moderately  secure," 
you  guessed  it:  these  parents  were  some¬ 
where  between  the  two  ends.  These  par¬ 
ents  gave  their  kids  extra  homework  and 
felt  that  the  school  doesn't  assign  enough 
work,  but  they  pushed  their  kids  less  than 
the  insecure  parents  did. 

Siu  saw  a  big  difference  in  what 
these  different  groups  expected  of  their 
children.  All  in  the  study  wanted  their 
kids  to  go  to  college.  But  the  parents  var¬ 
ied  what  they  thought  would  be  accept¬ 
able  careers  for  their  kids,  and  they  varied 
in  how  much  they  focused  on  what 
grades  their  kids  were  earning.  According 
to  Siu,  "highly  secure"  parents  didn't 
become  too  upset  if  their  kids  didn't  get 
straight  A's  or  if  they  were  to  reject  study¬ 
ing  science,  medicine  or  engineering.  But,

the  "tenuously  secure"  parents  wanted 
their  kids  to  get  into  a  good  university  or 
college  and  get  a  good  job.  They  wanted 
to  raise  doctors,  computer  scientists, 
lawyers,  engineers  or  researches. 

Using  Siu's  Findings 

Siu  hopes  her  study  will  encour¬ 
age  other  researchers  to  further  explore 
Chinese  American  families'  educational 
involvement.  She  also  hopes  that  educa¬ 
tors  can  learn  how  to  approach  Chinese 
American  families  and  students  to  better 
work  with  them. 

First,  said  Siu,  teachers  and  edu¬ 
cators  should  realize  that  they  might 

make  stereo¬ 
types  about 
Chinese  stu¬ 
dents,  though 
they  don't  think 
they  do. 

"One  thing  is 
to  kind  of  think 
of  Chinese  kids 
as  all  being  the 
same.  They  are 
very  different. 
And  it's  one 
thing  to  say:  'I 
don't  stereo¬ 
type'  but  it's 
another  thing  to 
get  to  know  the 
families  -  just 
knowing  that 
they  are  immi¬ 
grants.  Because 
as  I  said:  how 

do  they  perceive  the  world?  What  are 
their  priorities?"  she  said. 

Educators  should  be  aware  that 
Chinese  parents,  especially  the  less  secure 
ones,  will  be  less  likely  to  go  to  their  kids' 
schools  and  talk  to  teachers,  but  this  does¬ 
n't  mean  they're  not  working  closely  with 
their  kids  at  home,  said  Siu. 

"Theyieel  that  the  teachers 
know  what  they're  doing,  that  they  don't 
need  parents  breathing  down  their  neck. 

In  our  home  countries,  it's  not  considered 
a  good  thing  to  go  into  the  school  and 
check  up  on  them  or  tell  them  how  to  do 
their  job.  I  think  the  idea  that  parents  and 
teachers  can  collaborate  is  an  alien  con¬ 
cept  for  many  of  the  (less  secure)  parents. 

I  think  it's  very  hard  to  change  that  idea. 
It's  kind  of  a  new  thing  (for  these 
Chinese)  to  have  parent-teacher  confer¬ 
ences  or  school  open  houses." 

And  on  the  same  note,  teachers 
should  realize  that  Chinese  parents  don't 
see  the  same  need  to  get  involved  in  their 
kids'  schools  as  American  parents  might. 
Just  because  they  don't  attend  confer¬ 
ences,  which  is  often  because  they  fear 
not  knowing  English  well  enough,  or 
because  they  aren't  on  school  councils, 
doesn't  mean  they're  not  involved  in  their 


kids'  learning. 

"Parents  who  may  not  come  to 
the  school  at  all,  or  do  so  sparingly,  may 
be  extremely  involved  with  their  chil¬ 
dren's  education,  teachers  just  don't  know 
it,"  she  said. 

Teachers  need  to  be  aware  that 
Chinese  parents  often  look  for  help  from  a 
network  of  other  parents  who  they  feel 
more  comfortable  working  with. 

"There  is  an  informal  network  of 
parents  -  I'll  call  it  the  grapevine,"  said 
Siu.  One  reason  parents  seek  help  from 
this  network  is  because  they're  afraid  that 
if  teachers  find  out  they're  pushing  their 
kids  to  work  harder,  they  might  be  reject¬ 
ed. 

"Chinese  are  very  aware  that  the 
American  teachers  frown  upon  parents 
who  put  too  much  pressure  on  their 
kids,"  she  said. 

Interestingly,  Siu  said  that 
because  she  is  the  parent  of  two  kids  who 
were  bom  here,  and  she  is  from  Hong 
Kong,  after  she  finished  the  study  she 
could  see  some  parallels  in  her  own  life. 

"Of  course  when  I  did  this  I  did¬ 
n't  go  into  it  with  the  hypothesis  that  the 
parents'  perceptions  of  themselves  in  soci¬ 
ety  would  affect  their  educational  prac¬ 
tices,  it  wasn't  that  type  of  study.  It  was 
like  going  in  and  seeing  what  I  would 
find  and  this  is  the  theme  that  emerged. 
But  now,  taking  that  theme  and  looking 
back  at  my  own  life  and  my  parenting,  I 
can  see  that  I  wasn't  very  driven.  I  went 
to  graduate  school  here:  I  considered 
myself  fairly  successful.  My  husband  and 
I,  we  can  say  that  we  have  succeeded  in 
this  system.  So  in  the  way  that  we  treated 
our  children,  we  were  pretty  laid  back." 

And  Siu,  who  conducts  work¬ 
shops  about  the  challenges  of  being  bi- 
cultural  parents,  said  that  being  involved 
in  education  is  very  much  a  part  of  her 
life.

The  Asian  American  Civic  Association 
was  one  of  five  Boston-based  community  groups 
to  receive  a  three-year,  $1.5  million  grant  to 
improve  and  expand  workforce  training  pro¬ 
grams  for  low-income  residents.

Student’s  Writing 

One  service  offered  by  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association  is  English  as  a 
Second  Language  courses  for  immigrants.  The 
following  is  a  writing  by  one  student  in  a  level 
four  AACA  English  class.  Here,  student  Sheren 
(Chinese  name:  Yan  He)  talks  about  when  she 
first  arrived  to  America: 

When  I  first  came  to  America,  I  was 
surprised.  There  are  many  cemeteries  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  city,  or  just  beside  the  street  or  near 
houses  or  parks.  I  wondered  why  is  that?  Some 
advertisements  of  coffins  are  often  shown  on  TV 
and  in  newspapers.  This  would  never  happen  in 
China.  It  is  really  different  from  China. 

I  felt  so  surprised  and  puzzled.  Why? 
Why?  I  understood  after  I  met  some  American 
friends  and  contacted  American  culture.  I  found 
this  is  one  kind  of  respect.  The  living  people 
miss  the  people  who  have  lost  their  lives  and 
they  hope  to  be  close  to  them,  as  they  were 
before.  The  don't  want  the  dead  to  feel  lonely. 
They  still  care  about  the  dead.  They  think  death 
can’t  separate  them.  Death  can’t  make  the  love 
disappear. 

In  China,  all  cemeteries  are  far  away 
from  the  city  or  places  where  people  live.  And 
the  cemetery  is  a  horrific  place  in  our  memory. 
The  people  don’t  talk  about  that  as  much  as  pos-. 
sible.  This  is  our  custom. 


English  lesson  for  non-Native 
Speakers 

By  Judy  Przybek,  AACA  Director  of 
Education  and  former  ESL  teacher 

In  the  last  issue,  I  talked  about  using 
the  verb  "to  be"  with  adjectives,  about  how  in 
English  you  must  use  the  verb  "to  be"  to  say 
things  like  "I  am  happy,"  and  "She  is  sad."  This 
lesson  is  to  never  say  "I  very  like..." 

This  is  another  example  of  non-native 
speakers  translating  directly  from  their  native 
language.  Sentences  beginning  with  "I  very 
like. . ."  are  using  a  Chinese  word  order,  not  a 
correct  English  word  order.  In  English,  people 
use  the  phrase  "very  much"  at  the  end  of  the 
sentence. 

For  example:  "I  like  to  go  shopping 
very  much."  "My  children  like  pizza  very 
much." 

So  remember  this  structure: 

Subject  +  "like"  +  object  +  "very 
much" 

For  example:  I  (subject)  like  Chinese  food 
(object)  very  much.

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Profile  of  Anthony  Neoh,  Chief 
Adviser  to  the  China  Securities 
Regulatory  Commission

For  many  of  us,  the  further  away  we  get  from  our  own 
wallets  and  check  books,  the  less  sense  economics 
makes.  Combine  economics  with  law  and  that  doubles 
our  challenge. 

That's  why  people  like  Anthony  Neoh  are  needed 
to  help  keep  countries'  economies  afloat.  Neoh,  a  London- 
educated  Hong  Kong  lawyer,  has 
been  the  Chief  Adviser  to  the  China 
Securities  Regulatory  Commission 
since  1998.  Before  that  he  was  a 
chairman  of  the  Hong  Kong 
Securities  and  Futures  Commission. 

He  is  currently  a  visiting  professor  at 
Harvard  teaching  about  security 
laws  in  China. 

Neoh  is  respected  and  recognized  for  his  work  in 
Hong  Kong  and  China.  He  was  invited  to  his  CSRC  job  to 
help  out  China's  stock  markets.  Scandals  had  hurt 
investors'  confidence  there,  and  Neoh  set  out  to  tighten 
regulations  and  standardize  the  way  the  stock  market 
operates.  He  was  also  to  help  prepare  for  China's  entrance 
into  the  World  Trade  Organization.  He  was  successful  in 
both:  He  helped  clean  up  the  system  and  earn  investor's 
confidence  and  China  entered  the  WTO  late  last  year. 

Why  did  he  take  the  job?  Neoh  puts  it  simply:  "I 
was  invited  by  the  Premier  to  go  to  China.  You  don't 
refuse  the  premier...  And  I've  always  been  interested  in 
reforming  the  legal  system  in  my  country." 

In  his  time  working  in  the  Hong  Kong  govern¬ 
ment,  in  part  to  prepare  Hong  Kong  for  its  move  to 
become  united  again  with  China,  and  his  work  in  China, 
Neoh  has  promoted  three  ideals  for  success:  fairness, 
integrity  and  transparency  in  stock  market. 

"First  of  all,  people  who  regulate  the  markets 
must  be  up  front,  and  tell  full  reasons  for  their  actions. 
They  must  fully  disclose  their  finances  and  their  plans. 
That  way  people  can  judge  whether  or  not  they  want  to 
invest  in  a  market,"  said  Neoh. 

"Everybody  talks  about  integrity,  fairness,  and 
transparency,  but  it  doesn't  always  happen  in  a  big  way. 
There's  not  enough  checks  and  balances  -  in  China  we 
need  more  checks  and  balances  to  make  sure  these  things 
work.  It's  turning  paper  into  reality." 

But  soft-spoken  Neoh  isn't  all  about  law  and 
money.  It  has  been  said  he  enjoys  Chinese  classics  in  his 
spare  time.  Sounds  fun,  but  we  wonder  how  much  time  he 
actually  has  in  his  tight  schedule  for  that.

He 
mil  discus  the  China's  economy  in  the  next  ten  years.  He 
wouldn't  tell  Sampan  what  he  sees  for  China's  next  ten  years, 
except  that  "it  will  be  a  very  interesting  ten  years."

to  convince  judges  that  prostitution  is  not  a  victimless 
crime,"  said  Daniel  Conley,  the  Suffolk  County  District 
Attorney,  who  was  at  the  meeting. 

Others  from  the  DA's  office  who  were  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  told  of  a  probation  program  that's  been  working,  in  part, 
to  catch  prostitutes  who  have  violated  their  probations, 
which  order  them  to  stay  away  from  areas.  Once  they  are 
caught  prostituting  in  areas  where  they  were  told  to  keep 
out  of,  they're  locked  up. 

One  woman  at  the  meeting  nervously  told  that, 
while  in  Chinatown  at  night,  she  was  flashed  by  a  man.  The 
man  has  been  caught. 

Other  problems  were  drug  dealings  and  traffic. 

For  the  latter,  one  committee  member  suggested 
creating  a  drop  off  area  for  commercial  trucks  on  Tyler 
Street.  He  pointed  out  that  when  delivery  trucks  double 
park,  traffic  gets  built  up  and  cars  go  the  wrong  way  down 
one-way  streets. 

One  woman  resident  said  that  she  is  often  almost 
hit  by  cars  at  the  intersection  of  Tyler  and  Kneeland  streets. 

Shifting  back  to  an  earlier  safety  committee  meet¬ 
ing  topic,  the  committee  discussed  the  need  to  better  unify 
decisions  on  liquor  licenses.  Recently,  at  safety  committee 
had  recommended  that  a  local  restaurant  have  a  last  call  for 
liquor  at  1  a.m.  and  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 
recommended  1:30  p.m.

pension  of  civil  rights  and  it  grants  the  executive  branch 
powers  of  surveillance  over  attorney  and  client  conver¬ 
sations.  It  strips  immigrants  in  this  country  of  many  of 
their  constitutional  protections.  We  need  to  work  togeth¬ 
er  with  law  enforcement  officials  and  with  Federal  offi¬ 
cials.  We  have  to  be  vigilant,  but  we  have  to  keep  an  eye 
on  this  legislation." 

Jenkins  seemed  even  more  worried  about  civil 

rights. 

"I  agree  with  Brian  Honan  that  we  have  to  be 
vigilant.  But  there  was  a  bill  called  S-l  (in  the  1970s),  it 
dealt  with  the  riots  of  the  late  1960's.  This  bill  was 
designed  to  take  people  off  the  street  and  to  prosecute 
them  without  a  hearing,  for  security  reasons.  This  bill 
never  went  anywhere  because  there  were  advocates  in 
the  Senate  and  House  who  said  they  were  not  going  to 
allow  people  to  have  their  rights  destroyed,"  said 
Jenkins. 

"We're  in  the  same  era  here,  except  here  it's  not 
riots;  it's  terrorism.  We  cannot  destroy  what  is  so  sacred 
of  a  right  as  habeas  corpus  (the  right  of  a  person  to  be 
brought  before  a  judge  who  can  investigate  the  right  of 
authorities  to  keep  the  person  imprisoned),  to  give  one 
the  right  to  go  before  a  magistrate  or  due  process.  These 
are  fundamental  rights  that  can  never  be  taken  away. 

But  we  must  be  ever  vigilant  about  who  is  in  our  neigh¬ 


borhoods." 

"I'll  take  the  PATRIOT  ACT  and  make  it  rele¬ 
vant  to  the  job  of  the  District  Attorney,"  said  Sinnott. 
"What  the  DA  has  got  to  do  is,  he  has  got  to  be  the  rep¬ 
resentative  of  local  law  enforcement  and  prosecuting 
office.  The  PATRIOT  ACT  is  very  relevant  to  local  law 
enforcement.  There  are  some  great  things  about  the 
PATRIOT  ACT.  It  certainly  addresses  a  need  to  provide 
greater  security  by  giving  a  greater  ability  to  conduct 
surveillance  across  jurisdictions...  and  to  address  crime 
where  it  has  been  difficult  to  do  in  the  past.  There  are 
also  some  pitfalls  and  warning  signs  that  we've  got  to 
recognize  coming  out  of  the  PATRIOT  ACT.  The  DA  has 
to  be  a  person  in  the  position  to  do  that.  He  can't  be  a 
person  who  will  defer  to  the  Attorney  General  or  the 
national  authority,  or  the  Civil  Liberties  Union.  He's  got 
to  lead  in  dealing  with  our  Federal  partners  and  check 
their  powers  where  they  aren't  acting  in  the  most  pru¬ 
dent  fashion. 

"...You  know  you  might  think  it's  great  to  pro¬ 
file  someone  based  on  race  when  someone  looks  like  a 
Saudi  terrorist.  But  that  approach  is  going  to  come  back 
to  haunt  us.  The  DA  has  to  be  someone  who  will  say: 

We  will  not  tolerate  trampling  on  civil  rights  for  short 
term  gains."

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ARTIST  PROFILE  ilia  Luu,

rJ”'  he  room  that  we  held  the  interview 
in  was  small  and  barely  furnished. 
Alex  Luu  and  1  sat  on  fold-out  chairs  and 
talked  for  about  an  hour  about  his  life, 
theater  work  and  the  workshop  that  he's 
holding  at  the  Boston  Center  for  the  Arts 
this  month.  The  plain  and  simple  room 
echoed  truth  into  one  thought  that  Luu 
kept  verbalizing:  you  don't  need  money 
to  make  theater,  just  a  pad  and  pen. 

Luu  has  been  proving  his  point 
inside  that  room  every  Monday  and 
Wednesday  night,  since  April  8.  Since  that 
date,  he  has  been  working  with  Asian 
American  high  school  students  in  the 
Boston  area  for  his  "Asian  Voices:  A 
Writing  and  Performance  Workshop  for 
Asian  Youth."  In  the  workshop,  Luu  helps 
Asian  young  adults  take  their  lives  and 
experiences  and  tell  them  on  stage. 

But  he  has  also  been  proving  his 
point  throughout  his  theater  performance 
career. 

Luu,  who  works  and  lives  in  Los 
Angeles,  California,  is  sort  of  a  jack  of  all 
trades  when  it  comes  to  theater  arts:  he 
acts,  directs,  teaches  and  makes  indepen¬ 
dent  films.  He  actually  started  out  with 
film,  and  he  then  realized  making  theater 
costs  less,  and  can  be  just  as  powerful. 

"I  got  to  see  a  lot  of  theater  and 
performance  after  I  graduated  from  col¬ 
lege.  And  that  gave  me  another  perspec¬ 
tive.  It  was  like  another  world,  you  know. 
The  cool  thing  about  performance  and 
theater  is  that  if  you  have  a  pretty  cool 
work  and  you  have  some  type  of  venue 
that's  going  to  put  you  up,  you  can  put 
something  up  in  a  cheap  way,"  said  Luu. 

What  connects  all  of  Luu's  works 
is  his  goal  of  challenging  stereotypes,  and 
giving  a  voice  to  Asians  and  Asian  Pacific 
Americans. 

"I  don't  want  to  do  a  work 
where  people  are  going  to  go  walk  to  it 
and  watch  it  and  say  'that  was  really 
good'  and  then  forget  about  it.  For  me 
that's  the  last  thing  that  I'd  want.  I  like  to 
do  work  that  is  hopefully  entertaining 
first  of  all,  but  then  also  opens  up  dialog. 
You  don't  have  to  necessarily  agree  with 
what  I  say  but  if  it  makes  you  talk  about  it 
afterwards,  then  that's  cool. 

"It's  not  necessarily  that  I'll  sit 
down  and  say  'OK,  what  sort  of  political 
statement  am  I  going  to  make?'  you  can't 
do  that  as  an  artist  or  you're  going  to  kill 
your  own  art.  You  do  it  and  you  have  it 
come  naturally  in  the  stories  you  tell.  If  it 
has  some  kind  of  underlying  theme  that  is 
much  more  than  entertainment,  then  you 
have  succeeded,"  he  said. 

Growing  Up 

Luu's  first  trip  to  the  States  start¬ 
ed  on  an  American  helicopter  in  1975.  He 
was  one  of  thousands  of  Chinese  and 
Vietnamese  refugees  that  left  their  home 
country  to  live  in  the  U.S. 

"I'm  Chinese  American, 
although,  I  really  don't  know  what  that 
means  anymore.  I  was  actually  bom  in 
Saigon,  Vietnam.  And  1  came  here  to  the 
states  when  Saigon  fell." 

Though  Luu  grew  up  with  all  the 
stereotypes  and  social  pressures  that  other 
Asian  American  kids  have  to  face  at  that 
age,  he  was  lucky  enough  to  have  parents 
who  understood  his  love  of  the  arts. 

"I've  always  sort  of  been  interest¬ 
ed,  excited  about,  the  arts,  ever  since  I 
was  a  kid...  1  was  always  like  the  Asian 
guy  who  hated  math,  who  hated  science.  I 
couldn't  deal  with  all  that  stuff.  I  loved 
writing  and  drawing  and  stuff.  ...Most  of 
my  friends  were  either  born  here  or  were 
first  generation,  and  you  know,  obviously 
in  the  Asian  culture,  it's  pretty  clear  that 


you're  supposed  to  be  the  doctor,  the 
lawyer,  or  the  engineer,  or  whatever  - 
maybe  now  it's  the  computer  program¬ 
mer,  you  know.  So  there  was  a  lot  of  pres¬ 
sure,  but  not  necessarily  from  my  parents, 
though.  They  were  like  anomaly.  They 
were  very  different.  They  were  like  'well, 
if  you  really  like  doing  this  creative  stuff, 
then  check  it  out.  See  what  you  want  to 
do.'" 


is  not.  I  began  dealing  with  all  these 
things,  and  when  I  began  writing  my  own 
things,  I  knew  that  it  had  to  have.  -  not  a 
message  per  say  -  it  had  be  something 
that's  not  fake.  It  had  to  be  something  that 
addressed  the  sort  of  bigger  themes  - 
racism,  cultural  identity  or  lack  of,  all  the 
different  themes  that  a  lot  of  Asian 
Americans  go  through." 

"...The  cool  thing  about  this  pro¬ 


gram  is  that  the  way  I  do  the  workshop  is 
that  it's  mainly  for  kids,  or  folks,  who 
have  never  really  done  this  type  of  stuff 
before.  'Asian  Voices'  is  actually  very  dif¬ 
ferent  from  drama.  The  workshop  is  auto¬ 
biographical  stories,  and  it  really  allows 
participants  to  really  look  into  their  own 
lives  and  look  at  their  own  feelings  or 
struggles  or  whatever,  as  people  of  color, 
that  really  allows  them  to  be  themselves. 
So  they  don't  have  to  be  for  example,  the 
best  writer  or  the  best  actor,  they  don't 
have  to  be  anybody  who  is  striving  to  be 
in  the  performing  arts...  As  a  matter  of 
fact  my  workshop  is  just  totally,  in  a  lot  of 
ways,  the  opposite  of  that." 

So  far,  Luu  has  brought  his 
workshop  to  the  West  Coast  and  North 
West.  He  said  he's  planning  also  to  bring 
it  to  Singapore. 

"I'd  like  to  bring  it  to  the  East 
Coast,  like  New  York,  but  New  York  has 
so  many  similar  things.  I'm  looking  at 
some  smaller  places.  I'd  love  to  do  it  in 
someplace  like  Texas.  What  would  the 
turnout  be?  I  have  a  feeling  that  if  1  were 
to  bring  it  to  places  like  that,  there  would 
be  a  huge  turnout.  I'm  hoping  to  get  it  to 
a  couple  of  places  you  wouldn't  really 
think  about."

And  he  did  check  it  out.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of 
California  in  L.A.'s  Film  School,  studying 
film  and  theater  and  getting  a  minor  in 
English.  Afterwards,  he  went  off  to  tour 
in  an  all- Asian-male  theater  group.  Then 
he  -°ated  his  own  work,  in  which  he 
actei.  out  the  main  character,  "Three 
Lives:  The  Journey  to  Manhood  in 
America  with  A  Little  Help  from  a  Lost 
Cousin,  A  Gentle  Grandfather  &  Fried 
Rice." 

The  work  is  a  one-man  piece  that 
tells  the  autobiographical  story  of  Luu, 
starting  with  his  escape  from  a  war- 
wrecked  Saigon  as  a  Chinese- Vietnamese 
refugee.  The  story,  which  covers  four  gen¬ 
erations,  from  the  1970s  to  1990s,  is  told 
from  four  characters:  Grandpa  Luu,  Pops 
Luu,  Alex  Luu  and  a  younger  cousin, 
Albert. 

And  that  work  is  why  he  is 
bringing  his  "Asian  Voices"  to  Boston 
now,  for  the  first  time,  though  he  had 
been  holding  the  workshop  for  colleges 
and  high  school  students  on  the  West 
Coast  for  about  five  years  while  at  the 
same  time  touring  his  "Three  Lives." 

He  first  met  the  BCA's  director 
of  programs,  Michelle  Baxter,  a  few  years 
ago  when  she  saw  him  perform  "Three 
Lives." 

"Michelle  was  in  the  audience 
and  she  saw  it  and  really  dug  it.  She  said 
'oh  wow,  this  is  great.  There's  nothing 
like  this  out  here  in  Boston.  There's  no 
Asian  Americans  doing  performance,'  and 
so  she  and  I  really  started  talking  and 
were  like  'yeah,  let's  do  something  togeth¬ 
er.'" 

Out  of  that  meeting,  said  Luu, 
came  their  idea  to  hold  the  workshop 
here. 

In  many  ways,  Luu's  workshop, 
like  his  own  works,  reflects  lessons  from 
his  own  life  experiences. 

"When  I  was  growing  up,  I  had  a 
lot  of  stuff  that  I  was  dealing  with,  as  an 
Asian  in  America  -  you  know,  everything 
from  racism  to  thinking  that  you're 
maybe  not  up  to  par  with  certain  people. 
Some  of  it  is  sort  of  learned  and  a  lot  of  it
